THE B, M, & B. GOLD MINES. 


The Belleville, Madoc & Eldorado 
Gold Co,, of which Ald, W. A.Hunger- 
ford is manager, as made more rich 
strikes in two of its mines in Hastings. 

The St, Joe mine, on which is a 100 
foot vein—the widest ever known in 
Canada—has just been assayed by Prof, 
Henry Montgomery, of Trinity Univer- 

sity, Toronto, and the general run of the 
vein is found to yield $60.66 per ton, 
The quartz is free milling, heavily min- 
eralized and carrying copper sulphurets, 
The vein has talco slate walls in con- 
nection with slate and diarite, 
The Mayflower, another of the B. M, 
& E. company’s mines which has be- 
come noted owing to its width—70 feet

‘The latter gold lot was discovered, and 
for years sucvessively operated, by Mr. 
Gatling, a fellow-prospector of Mr. 
Hungerford, and a brother ef the fam- 
ous machine-gun inventor. He died of 
a broken heart after subsequent extrav- 
agant attempts to extract the bi-pro- 
ducts from mispickel ores. Years after 
others had abandoned the Hastings 
field Mr. Hungerford worked on quietly 
and confidently. Owing to lack of gen- 
eral interest he was compelled about 
twenty years ago to seek other means 
of obtaining a livelyhood, so went into 
commerciul pursuits, fora number of 
years past having been eastern traveller 
for Eby, Blain & Co., Toronto, and one 
of the most successful on the road, 
All this time Mr. Hungerford has been 
emphatic in his faith in the district, 
and the very satisfactory returns which 
have followed the many investments of 
capital. A couple of months ago Ald, 
Hungerford retired from the Eby, 
Blain Company’s employ, and has since 
devoted his attention entirely to mining 
once more. As one miner puts it, '' He 
knows every inch of the country, and 
the result of his knowledge has already 
been to yield him a handsome return, 
a result which none begrudge to a man 
whose faith in Hastings gold has been 
at when practically all others falter- 
ed,

To the Editor of Tie Reyinw. 

It is one of the common attested facts 
of history, that men who are more or 
less intellectually ahead of their age are 
treated in their time as a Samaritan, or 
even worse. One would think an oc- 
currence so common all along the line 
of progress, would greatly assist more 
of us to take a more liberal view. of 
the efforts of well intentioned scholars, 
who although extremely differing from 
us upon many important issues, never- 
theless prove in other ways that they 
are working for the same Master. 
Noticing an article in your last week’s 
issue. creditable to the author of 
* Natural Law in the Spiritual World,” 
we thought it worth while to give your 
reader's a few reasons in a concise form 
why it is thought by some to be the 
most important work of the century, 
Drammond’s braye attempt is a very 
Important contribution of an original 
character to the theological literature of 
the world. ‘The attempt is in harmony 
with much of the thought of this highl 
practical age and more in harmony with 
positive statements of-reyelation than 
Christians generally are disposed to 
believe. 

_ 'Vhere is sore need in this age of a read- 
ustment of Scriptural interpretation in 


narmony with universal facts, The 
fact that the same Creator that gaye us 
a revelation of Himself, also endowed 
nature with easily defined Jaws, makes 
natural methods the best fitted for an 
intellectual development of a scientific 
System of theology to enable us philos- 
ophically more fully to comprehend 
what to helieve concerning the Bible. 

If the kingdoin of heaven is like unto 
this or that, it is high time, especially 
in this boasted age of various grand 
achievements, that Christian thought 
should take some appreciative and def- 
inite form as to what #ense the kingdom 
of heaven is like unto this or that, In 
yiew of the fact that the one earthly as 
well as heavenly being mostly wor- 
shiped by civilized nations is authority 
that in some sense heaven is like unto 
certain known and established natural 
facts and He Himself has made a com- 
parison paves the way for His followers 
to do likewise and makes Drummond’s 
attempt in many respects a masterpiegs 
in the arena of theological thought. 

There is a vast ditference no doubt 
between the yisible and invisible, an in- 
tinite difference, if you like, in one 
sense, but in another sense it is Script- 
wrally evident that there is no such dif- 
ference, that in no sense they cannot be 
made compayreable if it is made in the 
right manner. Christ compared in 
yarious ways the likeness of two yery 
important existing worlds which proves 
that all this theological talk that be- 
tween the finite affd infinite there is no 
degrees of comparison is not only ab- 
surd but a mistake highly detrimental 
to true progress, 

The New Testament has answered the 
Old in language that makes no mistake, 
* For the invisible things of Him from 
the creation of the world are clearly 
seen being understood by the things that 
aye made, BVEN His eternal power and 
GopHBAD; so that they are without 
excuse,’—Rom, 1, 20. Without excuse 
for what? for not understanding the 
invisible hy the visible even his Divine 
Nature and His eternal power which 
cannot exclude His creative powers, 
hence all those that claim that God is 
incomprehensible are included with 
those that are without excuse, As 
Orummond, speaking of theology in 
general, truthfully says in his book, 
** Whence this dread when brought face 
to face with science? It cannot be 
dread of scientific fact. No single fact 
in science has ever discredited a fact in 
religion, The theologian knows that 
and admits that he has no fear of facts, 
What then has science done to make 
theology tremble? It is its method. 
It is i stem. It is its reign of law, 
It is its harmony of continuity. The 
attack is not specific. No one point is 
assailed. It is the whole system which 
when compared with the other and 
weighed in its balance is found want- 
ing.

An Admiral Discourses on the Merits of 
the Water Tube Boller,

The Dominion Will Celebrate the Sixtleth 
Anniversary of Mer Majesty’s Relgn by 
an Appropriate Postage Outlt—Wearing | 
the Empress Crown. | 
The Postmaster-General has deter- 
mined to mark the Queen’s Jubilee by 
the issue of a postage stamp of unique 
and attractive design, a stamp so at- 
tractive that it is questionable whether 
it will not rank as a bit of art work 
with any stamp that has ever been 
issued in the postal world. 

For some time past it has been un- 
derstood that the Post-office Depart- 
ment intended issuing this Jubilee 
postage stamp, which, by the way, is 
not to be confined to stamps, but will 
also include postal cards; but no de- 
tails as to the stamp were obtainable 
at the department until yesterday, 
when the design was finally decided 
upon.

GERMANY OR RUSSIA, 

But, however, the situation is view- 
ed, it is grave enough for England. It 
looks very much as if she were enter- 
ing upon another phase of “splendid 
isolation.” 

That something of this sort is in the 
wind is evident from the preparations 
that Britain is making. The British 
fleet in the Mediterranean has been 
reinforced by the Channel squadron, 
and while part of this squadron is con- 
trolling the Straits of Gibraltar, the 
remainder is patrolling the route 
thence to Malta, where an immense 
amount of stores of every kind, alto- 
gether out of proportion to the wants 
of the ordinary garrison, has lately 
been accumulated, while the trooj 
there are quietly bei increased to 
such an extent that within relatively 
a few hours an army corps of from 
35,000 to 40,0000 mein could be landed om 
the coast of Greece or of Turkey or of 
Egypt. Nor is this the whole of the 
naval steps that are being taken. The 
Indian squadron has been summoned 
from its regular station, and now lies 
off Suez. Meanwhile the ordinary Med- 
itenranean fleet of Great Britain, the 
largest and heaviest ever assembled in 
those waters, is cruising about betwee 
Crete, Alexandria, and the Darda 
elles. In fact the Mediterranean squa 
ron has been so alert of late that 


DIPLOMATIC ENQUIRIES 


have been addressed to Lord Salisbury 
on the subject by foreign Governments. 
In addition to these preparations a fly- 
ing squadron of a remarkably  effeo- 
tive character, is being fitted out in 
England, and preparations for possible 
war are being urgently pushed for- 
ward. Whereunto all these measures 
tend cannot at pepe be determined, 
but it is evident that while Lord Sal- 
isbury keeps his own counsel he means 
to be prepared for emergencies, Thai 
the comparatively isolated position o! 
England makes such a course of ao- 
tion absolutely necessary none will 
deny. ‘An object-lesson of a very im- 
portant kind has just been eran by 
the war in Greece.

AN INVENTION THAT INCREASES A 
WIRE’S CAPACITY. 


Walter P. Phillips and R, M, Weiny Exhibit 
What They Say Is an Improvement on 
the Wheatstone Syst » Mexsages to 
Bo Read by Sou of Sigh 

There was an interesting exhibition 

in New York the other day, of @ re- 
cently invented system of rapid teleg- 
raphy. The system is the invention 
of R. H. Weiny and Walter P. Phil- 
lips, and it is intended to be applied 
directly to the ordinary telegraph lines 
and to be operated by the currents now 
in use. What the Weiny-Phillips sys- 
tem will do is to double or treble the 
number of words that can be sent 
over a single wire, and this without 
requiring that the operators learn 
anything beyond that which the pre- 
sent Morse operators know now. This 
Tesult is accomplished by the addition 
to each office of a set of very simple 
instruments. When there is no need 
of hurrying matter forward over the 
wires the rapid system can be cut out 
of use by changing a plug, and the 
Wires can be used in the ordinary way, 
sending messages directly by the key- 
The system is one which is of value 
principally to the telegraph companies 
themselves and to the users of leased 
wires, but the public would often find 
adirect benefit from its adoption 
through getting messages promptly 
which are now often delayed when 
there is trouble with the wires and 
their capacity is reduced below the nor- 
mal. 


THE WEINY-PHILLIPS SYSTEM 


is a direct competitor with the Wheat- 
stone automatic system, which is used 
extensively in Great Britain and Eu- 
rope and between large cities in this 
country. Like the Wheatstone system, 
it requires the preparation of the mes- 
Sage on a strip of paper before it can 
be put through the rapid automatic 
sender, but the inventors claim for 
it several distinct advantages over the 
Wheatstone, both in general speed and 
in accuracy. In the Wheatstone sys- 
tem the characters which represent the 
telegraphic alphabet are punched in a 
strip of paper on a machine something 
like a typewriter. This strip is then 
run rapidly through a machine which 
transmits the dots and dashes to an 
automatic recorder at the other end 
of the wire, where the dots and dashes 
are reproduced on another strip. The 
latter is then turned over to operators, 
who read the messages and write them 
out either by hand or with a type 
writer. 

In the new system the messages are 
recorded in raised telegraphic charac- 
ters on a strip of paper, and this strip 


being run through a proper machine, 
the characters are repeated by sound 
at the other end of the wire, and the 
porate reading them by ear, takes 

em upon a typewriter or by hand. 
The transcribing operator can vary 
the speed of the tape as it goes through 
the machine to suit himself, can sto 
it at any point, and can pout it ba 
if he wants it repeated. It is assert- 
ed that the greater number of mistakes 
that occur in the Wheatstone system 
are in the reading and transcribing, 
and that these are done away with 
in the new system because the ear is 
more accurate than the eye and also 
faster. These claims seemed all to be 
proved by the tests made. An article 
was chosen for the test. This was 
handed to a Morse operator, and while 
he sent it the operator who was after- 
ward to transcribe it left the room. 
The sending operator worked at the 
ordinary key, just as he would in send- 
ing a message over the wire in ~ the 
Predeny Morse system. Tha message, 
owever, instead of going over the 
main wire, was sent only oyer a local 
office wire. It was received in a mach- 
ine which was to all intents and pur- 
poses like the registering machine 
which every operator used forty years 
ago before men had learned to read 
by sound.

They Carry Six P. sand are Extenstyely | 
Used tn China. } 
The wheelbarrow affords one of the 
chief means of travel and transport in 
China, especially in the northern part 
of the empire and throughout the Great 
Plain. The Chinese form is a decided 
improvement on the types used in west- 
ern countries, for It Is so constructed 
that the load, which sometimes is very 
great in bulk ond weight, is carried 
over the wheel, and not between it 
and the man who propels it. The high 
cost of timber and the bad roads 
throughout the country necessitate the 
wheelbarrows being both rude and 
strong, with axles and wheels able to 
bear the strains which they experience. 
The wheelbarrow is generally  con- 
structed of oak, at a cost of about 16 
shillings. 
treme length, 6 feet 6 inches, including 
shafts; extreme breadth, $ feet 2 inches, 
and height, 3 feet 6 inches. The wheel 
is 3 feet in diameter, and has an iron 
tire 1 1-4 inches wide, by 1-4 inch thick. 
To aid in steadying and propelling the 
vehicle the wheelbarrow man wears a 
strap across his shoulders which is at- 
tached to the shafts on each side, 
Boxes, bales of goods, or whatever the 
loads may consist of, are secured tothe 
wheelbarrow by ropes. \ 


THE CHARGE 
for carrying an average load is about 
1 shilling and 5 pence per mile, fut 
varies according to the load and the

Ownership of Engagement Rings. CHE

The right of possession of the engage- 
ment ring has engaged the attention of 
the courts of justice of the land to a mark- 
ed extent, In New York State {thas been 
decided that the ring belongs to the donor, 
the decision being essentially the same as 
that recently pronounced in Vermont. A 
young man in the latter state sued to re- 
cover a ring that he had given to a young 
woman who, after accepting the ring, re- 
pudiated the engagement. The judge de- 
cided that it imust be returned or else that 
the recipient must fulfill the conditions 
under which it was presented. On the 
other hand, the English courts some time 
ago decided that an engagement ring is 
not recoverable under any circumstances. 
‘Phese decisions are interesting to the 
jeweler, inasmuch as he may find himself 
in the meshes of a complicated lawsuit, if 
he has originally sold the Jewel on credjt 
or on an instalment payment plan. “Tak-

North Hastings Teachers’ 
Association. 


A very successful meeting of the North 
Hastings Teachers’Association was.held 
in the lecture room of the Presbyterian 
church on the 8rd and 4th of June. On 
Thursday morning the chair was taken 
by the President, Mr. Mackintosh, I.P, 
S,, at 10 o'clock, 

The Secretary not being present, it 
was moved and seconded by Messrs. 
Eagleson and Cornell, that Miss Break- 
ell be secretary pro tem. 

Music in the Public School was taken 
up by Miss Moore, who read an excel- 
lent paper showing how,and why,music 
should be taught. The object is to re- 
fine and ennoble. Children should sing 
softly and lightly ; it tends to calm the 
refractory pupil. A list of selections 
suitable for public schools was given, 

Miss McCarthy followed with a very 

ractical paper containing suggestions 

or Primary téachers, The teacher 


5) should be the friend and inspiration of 
s| the pupil. 'Vhisis accomplished only by

The subject of Oral Reading was then 
exceedingly well handled by Mr. Snell. 
The object is to reproduce thought by 
the yoice. Silent reading appeals to 
the eye, while oral reading reinforces 
the mind through theear, It is also a 
great help to the teacher in literature, 
The teacher should bean example to the 
pupil. A great deal of practice is re- 

wired to get pupils to read fluently, 

istinctly, and without strained ex- 
pression. Mr.Snell gave a list of common 
errors in reading and then told how 
these may be overcome, 

Mr, Scott, of Toronto Normal, then 
gave a practical and interesting address 
on ‘Indirect Teaching” and showed 
that the teacher must haye a motive in 
teaching every lesson and must prepare 
thoroughly. He spoke of Composition 
and Drawing as being best taught in- 
directly. Mr, Kennedy of Stirling, in 
his practical talk on “Botany,” strongly 
advised teaching this subject in Public 
Schools to even the lowest classes as it 
is a concrete subject, He briefly out- 
lined his method of introducing it to 
Juniors, 

A short discussion followed which 
was taken part in by Mr, Mackintosh, 
Mr. Carstairs and Mr. Snell, 

The subject of ‘School Management” 
was next dealt with by Mr. Scott, who 
Said that the school is for the child, 
and the teacher's duty is to aid him, 
This is nccomplished only by harmony 
and unity. The most important char- 
acteristic of a zood school is obedience 
which is based on the good desire of 
the pupil. The right kind of teacher is 
one who knows his subject and his 
pupil, who has skill in teaching, and 
managing, who has heart power, will 
power and influence and vigilance, and 
who is systematic. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At 1.89 o’clock the work of the Assoc- 
iation was again resumed. 

Mr. Scott gave a very inspiring ad- 
dress on the *' Training of Children.” 

Children should be trained morally 
as well as intellectually and physically. 
We are what we are by our training. 
Heredity does not play so important a 
part as is often supposed, The environ- 
ments, home and school, largely deter- 
mined the character of thechild. Byery 
voluntary act makes a similar act more 
easy, hence the necessity of right acts. 
Boys should have freedom but of right 
kind, The basis of right habits is 
obedience.

“Dog and Bone,” public house in the 
borough of Southwark, and earnestly 
imploring her to repair to London with- 
out delay, that they might there be 
married. She was overjoyed with the 
news. But how was she to go to Lon- 
don? She had no money, and she knew 
that her master and mistress would not 

rant ‘ther leave to undertake a jour- 
ney which was to lead her to William 

Laud. She, however, soon made up her 
mind how to act. She attired herself 
in the garb of a groom, and mounting 
one of Mr. Cobbold’s horses, commenc- 
ed her journey. Her early experiences 
had made her a capital horsewoman, 
and she actually rode Mr. Cobbold’s 
hose from Ipswich to London, a dis- 
tance of seventy miles, in eight hours 
and a half. = 

She alighted at the “ Bull,” in Ald- 
gate. and. determined not to go am- 
pty-handed to join her lover, she told 
the landlord that she wished to sell 
her horse. A customer was soon found; 
80 guineas were offered for the ani-

The thing to do nowadays is not to let

one’s self succumb to the tube » bac- 
illi, but to put them to rout. ‘This takes 
a great deal of vilal resistance ; but the 
fact that the death rate from consump- 
tion is being lowered every year proves 
that the bacilli are not invincible. There 
was a time when a person, old or 
young, who realized that consumption 
had laid hold of him gave up at once. 
If the victim had an inherited tendency 
to the disease he thought it was neces- 
sarily fatal to him because it had killed 
his grandfather and his great-grand- 
father. . People aren't 80 resigned now- 
adays, and a> a result a great many 
consumptives are cured every year. 

After all the talk about this lymph, 
that specific and the other advertised 
sure cure, what new information has 
been secured aboul consumption and 
its cure? When this question was put 
to Dr. George I’. Shrady, of New York, 
he said; 

“The idea that consumption is in- 
curable is absurd, True, no single me- 
dicine or combination of medicines yet 
known to sciance can be considered a 
specific; but great progress has been 
made in applying methods. Consump- 
tion is 


A'COMPLEX DISEASE, 

and has to be treated complexly. Al- 
most all persons who have consumption 
are predisposed to it. It is merely a 
question of the seed’s taking good troot 
in the properly prepared soil. When 
there is no preparation of the soil by 
hereditary predisposition or lowered 
health siandard a person may be ex- 
posed to consumption day in and day 
out and feel amply guarded against at- 
tack. One's degree of vital resistance 
is the real element of protection. 
““Dhere is no disease that has more 
transmilting power from one genera- 
tion to another than phthisis. Cancer 
does not hold a candle light to it. Much 
more is known about the disease, since 
the discovery of the tubercle bacillus, 
but it is not yet settled whether this 
is the cause or an associated condition 
of the disease, and we can’t tell which 


comes first. One thing is quite cer- 
tain, however, and that is that the soil 
is prepared for the bacillus when it 
flourishes. It was originally believed 
that the microbes were the direct aoc- 
tive agents in poisoning the system un- 
til it was demonstrated that the agency 
causing disease was due to the chem- 
ical product excreted by the micro-or- 
ganisms themselves. Koch first thought 
that his lymph, which represented the 
toxin of tuberculosis, would destroy the 
tubercle bacillus in the living body, 
but he was mistaken. No germicide 
sufficiently safe and powerful to over- 
come the poisonous effects in the sys- 
tem has been found. Such a 
germicide would kill the disease and the 
patient at the same time. 
“Tuberculosis do not affect anybody 
unless predisposed or in a very low 


state of health. With Fane Sy con- 
sumption the dust of the dried expec- 
toration is believed to be the direct 
medium of infection. When we stop 
to consider the thousands and tens of 
thousands who breathe the bacilli ev- 
erywhere they go—in street cars, the- 
atres, churches, hotels sleeping berths, 
even in their own homes, it would seem 
that the disease should be almost uni- 
versal. It is a satisfaction, however, to 
know that the chances of infeotion for 
a healthy person are so exceedingly 
small as not to deserve attention. But 
why do healthy persons, with no in- 
herited tendency, often take the dis- 
ease from nursing a consumptive ? some 
one will ask. Because the health stan- 
dard is lowered by

and the soil is properly prepared for 
the seed which is being breathed every 
day. his view also throws some light 
upon the well-established fact that con- 
sumption among the Southern slaves 
was almost unknown, and while few 
of the emancipated slaves died of it, 
the succeeding generations are suffer- 
ing very much more from tuberculosis 
in proportion to population than the 
white people of the same districts.

In some families the predisposi- 
tion extends through five or six gen- 
erations, and yet even this fact should 
not make the seventh hopeless, Again 
in other families the disease deyelops 
at the same time and if the predisposed 
one can hop over that period he may 
generally consider himself safe. This

FEAR OF LIGHTNING. 


Statistics Show Fower Fatalitios Fro 
Than From Other Causes of Accide 
Deaths. 

A current nows item gives the re- 
sults of an investigation carried out by 
Dr. G. Stanley Hall, President of Clark 
University, on the things that most ex- 
cites fear in people, says the New Yor k 
Times. Of the 298 classes of objects of 
fear to which 1,707 persons confessed, 
thunder and lightning lead all the rest, 
although in certain localities, as, for 
instance, those subject to cyclones, etc., 
the fear of the latter predominates. It 
may be accepted as probably true, that 
thunderstorms constitute the most pro- 
nounced source of fear, with the ma- 
jority of people due, no doubt, to the 
always impressive, and not infrequently 
overpowering nature of the phenomen- 
on. But is there any justification in 
fact for this fear, so far as fatal results 
are concerned? We believe thore is 
not, but, on the contrary, that many 
other causes which barely have a place 
in Dr. Hall’s list are infinitely more en- 
titled to the distinction as 
FEAR PRODUCERS 


than is lightning. As proof of this we 
may cite statistics of the United States 
Weather Bureau. These show that for 
the four years 1890-93 the deaths from 
lightning numbered 784, or an average 
of 196 a year. Again, Mr. H. F. Kret- 
zer of St. Louis, from the record of 
nearly two hundred newspapers that 
for the five years 1883-8 there were 1,- 
030 deaths caused by lightning, or an 
average of 205 a year. We doubt wheth- 
er, of the number of deaths classed as 
“accidental” in the whole United 
States, any one group can show so small 
a number. In New York city alone 
over 200 people are drowned every year, 
while nearly 150 are burned or 5. —!ded 
to death, and close to 500 persons meet 
their end by falls of one kind or an- 
other. Comparing the record of 200 
lightning fatalities for the whole coun- 
try with the above records for New 
York city, with its total of nearly 1,500 
accidental deaths every year, it will 
be seen how groundless is the popular 
fear of lightning. It is a survival, an

The Weekly Methodist, of April 28th, 
published in Syracuse, gives the follow- 
ing report from the committee which 
met in Rochester to consider the case 
of the Rev. R. C, Horner: 

Your committee in the case of Rey. 
R. C. Horner feport as follows: 

I, We find that since the charges 
herein considered were preferred, Mr, 
Horner, in his correspondence with 
Rev. A. T. Jennings, has* repeatedly 
admitted his amenability to the Roch- 
ester Conference and therefore is under 
its jurisdiction. 

U. That the following charge and 
specifications are sustained:—"' I hereby 
charge the Rey.

Christian conduct in dismissing me 
without any just or reasonable cause 
from the Doerr station, Ontario, 
Canada, on the 11th of January, 1897.

And hecites 
the case of a woman, screnely confi- 
dent of her position as a total abstainer, 
who is being slowly but surely poison- 
ed by alcohol contained in a certain 
tonic wine: The cocaine which entcrs 
asaconstituent inthis wine isin itself 
dangerous if used indiscriminately, but 
less so than the alcohol. American 
physicians are equally alive to these 
dangers, 

TINCTURES AND TONICS, 

“There are plenty of temperance 
drinks,” said Dr. John H. Girdner to 
me, ‘Which ara really temperan’e 
drinks, ‘These are soda water, ginger 
ale, seltzer and so on. But there are 
ethers, miscalled temperance drinks, 
which ara full of alcohol. All tinctures 
are necessarily alcoholic. The very 
word tincture implies that alcohol has 
been used in distilling the essential 
rrinciples of such and such a drug. 
Now a number of so-called temperance 
drinks are merely tinctures. 

“Not long ago the Massachusetts 
Borrl of Health issued an analytical 
report of the class of compounds known 
as ‘tonies” or ‘bitters.’ Of 47 samples 
examined, 46 contained an alcoholic 
average of more than 21 per cent. One 


compound, described as a purely vege-| 


a stimulus to the body 
without intoxicating,’ disclosed ofer 41 
per cent. of alcohol Certain ‘sulphur 
bitters,’ advertised to contain no alco- 
hol, really contained no sulphur, but 
more than 20 per cent. of aleohol. One 
maker's ‘sherry wine bitters’ yielded 
fully 47 per cent. or alcohol, while the 
‘stomach bitters’ of two others showed 
respectively 42 and 43 per cent. Near- 
Iv the whole of these deleterious stuffs 
are sold as ‘non-alroholic,’ while sev- 
eral of them are recommended as ‘soot h- 
ing inducements to temperance,’ in 
doses of a wineglassful thrse ‘or more 
times a day.” 
SYNERGISTS TO AILCOLOL. 


Dr. Cyrus Edson was even more pro- 
nounced in his denunciation of these 
beverages. 

“Lt look upon the so-calleu non-alco- 
holic bever ures,” he said, ‘as the worst 
form in which alcohol can be taken. In 
the first case, they usually contain more 
alvohol than the tprofessedly alcoholic 
beverages in the second, the drug it- 
self and the alvohol ars synergisis— 
that is, each enhances the potency of 
the other, each aids the other within 
its range of stimulation, All drinks that 
tickle the palate, such as the aromatic 
soda water drinks, are especially dan- 
gerous in creating the alcohol habit. 
Aromatics are synergists to alcohol. 
Tnere is calisaya, for example, It con- 
of aleo- 
hol. The various drinks in which coi 
forms the base contains from 20 to 2! 
per cent, These drinks are not only in- 
toxicants, but they are ruinous to the 
stomach on account of ther direct ir- 
rilation of the mucous membrane. I 
look upon calisaya as being, with the 
vossible exception of absinthe, the most 
insidious und dangerous of all forms of 
alcohol.”

You may understand the process bet~ 
ter, he says, if I describe a journey I 
made into the compressed air. Having

and I sallied forth from Kent and trud- 
ged along the entire Passage through 
mud and mire, noticing ,en route, an 


army of men engaged on all sorts of 
work. 


Along the roof ran a line of electric 
lights, while in the dark corners the 
men used pink colored candles.

To this 
end certain valves were turned on, and 
the compressed air from the inner tun- 
nel poured in with the deafening roar 
of a steam nozzle. 

A CURIOUS PANTOMIME. 

Then followed a curious little panto- 
mime. My guides holding their noses 
between their fingers, began swallow- 
ing vigorously, and signalled me to fol-~ 
low their example, speech being al- 
most impossible, as sound depends so 
much an atmosphere. I felt a crack- 
ing in the drum of my ear, and little 
wonder, for the six thousand cubic feet 
of air which was being pumped in ey- 
ery minute was curving the membrane 
inward, so that I had to swallow in ord- 
er to clear the Eustachian tube and get 
the pressure on each side of the tym- 
panum equal.

SUL Practiced 

The superstitions which have cluster 
ed about the closing scene of human 
life are almost innumerable; some, 
perhaps, the greater portion, now seem 
to be meaningless, bul a tow had in 
early days a significance which they 
have since lost. he stopping of the 
olock at the moment a death occurs 1D 
the house is still practiced In many fam- 
ilies in this country and Europe, and 
originated in the fact that according 
to the laws of several Huropean states 
it was necessary to have evidence of 
the exact moment of births and deaths 
occurring in the royal family. Wheu 
a. king died an attendant was alway; 
present, whose duty it wes to stop. the 
clook in the royal aparument at the 
moment when déath occurred, and the 
timepiece was (hus a mute re cord of 
the event. From the royal families the 
descent of this practice to aristocratic, 
and, finally, to families of low degree 
Was easy, ond many persons adopted 
itasa mere superstition without know- 
ing anything of its former significance. 
Turning the looking-glass to the wall 
is « superstition which is said to have 
originated in the country districts, of 
Germany during tibe days when mir- 
rors were novelties. Mirrors of glass 
with quicksilver backs are said to have 
been made at Venice in 1300 A.D., and 
were first made in England in 1673, 
but did not come into common use 
among the middle classes until the be- 
ginning of the last century. At first 
they were regarded with superstitious 
awe, the idea being that the reflection 
of the face in the miryor was a sort of 
specter or second soul of the individual. 
When a death occurred the looking- 
glass which the person was accustomed 
to use was turned to the wall, lest his 
ghost should be disturbed by others us- 
ing the mirror before his spirit had fin- 
ally departed from the neighborhood, 
there being an idea that the spirit of 
the departed lingered about the vi 
ity for several hours, or perhaps dz 
after it had separated from the body.

Materinis Out of Which Fireproof Paints 
Are Made. 
: Fireproofing paints of effective qual- 
ity are now prepared in different ways 
of course, no oily or greasy substances 
entering into their composition, the 
blending agent being simply water. 
One of the Standard paints of the 
the class is described as consisting of 
400 pounds of powdered asbestos, 10 
pounds of aluminate of soda, 10 pounds 
Silicate of soda, with the addition of 
any nonresinous coloring matter de- 
sired, the whole thoroughly mixed with 
water, that is, enough of the latter 
for producing a perfect blend and ren- 
dering an easy application. Two or 
more coats of this is the rule in apply- 
ing it to any wood surface, inside or 
outside of building. Another formula 
involves the use of 40 pounds of finely 
ground glass, a like amount of ground 
porcelain, and similarly of china clay 
or the rame quantity of powdered as- 
bestos and 20 pounds of quicklime, 
These materials are ground very fine 
andthen mixed in 60 younds of liquid 
silicate of soda, with Water, as in the 
preceding formula. Two or more coata, 
f necessary are given. Each of these 
Paints is applied wilh a brush in the 
ordinary way, the drying being accom- 
plished in a few hours, and, if coloring 
matter is desired, the above propor- 
tions are varied accordingly Further 
if used one after the other, the follow.

While President Cor- 
bin’s route is the shortest, he has not 
yet raised the necessary funds with 
which to build his extension, On the 
other hand, Mr. Heinze has the benefit 
of fat subsidies from the Provincial 
Government, and is said to have all 
financial arrangements completed. 

F. L. Fitch, Tom Allan, and Steve 
Grisby, of Ainsworth, recently made a 
lucky strike in prospecting along the 
Fraser River near its junction with the 
Salmon, says the Spokane Chroniele. 
Some years ago, while placer mining 
along the Fraser, Allan discovered a 
ledge, but did not record it. Several 
weeks ago a party composed of himself, 
Fitch and Grisby, started on a pros- 
pecting trip for it, and succeeded in lo- 
cating it. Fitch returned to Koote- 
nay, and reports that it isa big, strong 
ledge, which can be easily traced for a 
considerable disiance. The ledge car- 
ries free milling gold rock, from which 
assays ranging from $2 to $70 were se-

THEY ARE CONNECTED WITH THE 
QUEEN'S RESIDENCES. 

The Quon Isa Rogular Att antat Divine 
Worship—Whipptogham Charch at O« 
borne, Whore Prince Henry ol Batten: 
burg Is Buried -Her Majesty Attends 
tho Presbytert sreb at Balmoral. 
From earliest childhood, the queen 

has been ex assiduous attendant at 

divine worship. It is not improbable 
that while residing with her mother in 
the “old court suburb’” after the death 
of the Duke of Kent, the first ohureh 
she ever went to outside the palace, was 
the unsightly brick structure 'n the 
middle of High Street, now superseded 
by Sir Gilbert Scott's magnificent 
edifice of stone, whose towering steeple 
proclaims it far and wide as St. Mary 

Abbott’s Oburch, Kensington. . 

Within the limits of this article, it 
is manifestly impossible to write fully 
upon the subject of the numerous 
churches that her Majesty may have 
attended at different periods of her life. 
For, asavinid, in whatever part of the 
country she happened to be with her 
royal mother, she was regularly taken 
to the parish church, no doubt, join- 
ed in the loyal prayers for King George 
the Fourth and “all the royal family, 
little realizing, as her small-voiced 
“Amen” aroge to heaven, that her own 
aame would one day be substituted, 
throughout the British empire, for that 
of her uncle. 

This paper is intended to deal ouly 
with those places of worship that are 
connected with the queen's residences, 
viz., the Chapel Royal, St. James’; the 
private chapels at Buckingham Palace, 
Windsor, Osborne, and Balmoral; St. 
George’s Chapel, Windsor; Whipping- 
ham Church; Crathie Church, and the 
Prince Consort's Mausoleum at Frog- 
more ; though this latter—save for occa- 
sional services held there in the summer 
—is set apart for solemn anniversaries. 

Neither at the Chapel Royal, nor at 
the private chapel at Buckingham 
Palace, has the queen been presnt at 
divine service since the death of Prince 


Albert. But in her early married years, |_ 


and while the chapel at Buckingham 
Palace was being arranged, she used 
regularly to attend the Chapel Royal, 
where so many asoveréign béfore her 
had worshipped. ‘The royal closet—in 
reality asmall room—occupies one en- 
tire end of thechapel, and is approached 
from theapartmentsin the palace bya 
narrow stone corridor on the same level. 
Its occupants can be clearly seen only 
by the officiating clergy, and by the! 
members of the household and others 
sitting in thegalleries on the right 
hand side of the royai closet. 
Perhaps the most touching, because 
the most national, associations of the | 
place, are with George [II., whose un- 
ceasing attendance at early prayers in 
all weathers wore out not only his wife | 
and family but every one else, and some 
sympathy must have been felt for the | 
anfortunate equerry compelled to be 
presenteven when halffrozen with the 
cold. Everybody has heard how the old 
king used to beat time to the anthem 
with his music-roll, letting it drop upon 
the powdered headsof the pages below 
if he saw them talking or Inattentive.

bered, died very suddenly in 1894, to the |

_ A straager to the place, on approach-" 
ing the church would find it hard to 
discover any sign of the tower or village 
whose spiritual needs the sacred edifice | 
is intended to supply, the dwellings of | 
the scanty population being widely | 
scattered. Yet for over seven cen-| 
turies its bells have summoned genera- | 
tions of simple-minded country-follc 
from far and near to worship the God | 
of their forefathers. | 

Originally built by the Norman) 
monks of Lyra, in the year 1100, this, 
church was solemnly dedicated {9 St.) 
Mildred, a name familiar enough « few | 
Years ago to thousands of busy city-| 
Going people, who, as they passed 
through the Poultry to the Mansion 
House, looked up at Wren’s church, 
with its square tower surmounted by a | 
gilt ship in full sail. Jn the course of | 
time, St. Mildred’s, Whippingham was 
enlarged, and on several occasions re-| 
stored, but in the year 1862, under the 
wise direction of the late prince con- 
sort, it was re-built as we now see it. 
Of early English architecture, it pos- 
Sesses a nave, transepts, and choir with 
side aisles. From the centre of the 
building, dividing the nave from the 
chancel, rises the tower, ornamented by 
four small pinnacles which produce a 
rather novel, but not altogether pleas- 
ing effect. There is a fine lych-gate, 
and the south aisle of the chancel has a 
private entrance for her Majesty and 
the royal family. In the upper portion 
of the tower is a beautifully painted 
dome, and a lantern-shaped story fill- 
ed with stained glass. This exquisite 
colored glass is introduced everywhere 
practicable throughout the building. 

The entire southern side of the chan- 
cel is reserved for her Majesty’s use, 
and excellent arrangements have been 
made to ensure her a certain amount of 
Seclusion and protection from the too | 
obtrusive gaze of strangers, who come 
from afar on the mere chance of obtain- | 
ing a peep at thequeen at ber devotions | 

er Majesty, however, now seldom at- | 
tends Whippingham church, more often 
using the private chapel at Osborne. 


In the north aisle rests the mortality 
of poor Prince Henry of Battenberg, 
whose sad home-bringing across the 
Ocean must have recalled to many an 
aching heart Lord Tennyson's pathetic 
lines upon his friend Hallam: 

Calm as the seas, and silver sleep, 

And WEN that sway themselves in 

rest, 

And dead calm in that noble breast 
Which heaves but with the heaving 

eep. 

But Prince Henry’s tomb is not the 
sole reminder of the gaps made by 
death in the queen's family circle dur- 
ing her long reign. To the right of the 
royal pew, and also at the back, are 
memorials to the prince consort, Princ- 
: Duke of Albany, and 
to the Princes Sigismund and Walde- 
mar, aged respectively two and eleven 
years, sons of the Emperor and Empress 
Frederick of Germany. 

Those who were present in Whipping- 
ham Church, on February 5, last year, 
will never forget the unparalleled floral 
embellishments, that seemed, as it were, 
determined to blot out, if only for one 
brief hour, all ideas of frail and perish- 
able humanity. Never before, perhaps, 
had so many beautiful flowers been 
brought together in so limited a space, 
most of them being white, but here and

Almost the earliest constitutional act 
of the queen, at her first Council, was 
to take and to sign the oath for the se- 
curity of the Church of Scotland. But 
not content with a mere formal ob- 
servance of this solemn deolaration, her 
Majesty has consistently, when In Soot- 
land, upheld BY her presence and pa- 
tronage the national establishments of 
that country.

Though her Majesty usually worships 
in the private chapel at Balmoral, where 
ono of ber chaplains or other clergyman | 
of the Church o? Scotland officiates, she 
sometimes attends the church at} 
Crathie, in which she takes great inter- | 
est, and where the outward mode of | 
worshipping is that still prevalent in 
most parish churches in Scotland, and 
resembles =with some minor differences 
—thatat St. Columba’s Church of Scot- 
land AN Pont Street. At_Crathie the old 
attitude is still maintained: that is to 
say, the congregation sit during singing 
of hymn or psalm. and stand while 
prayer is being offered up—a_practice 
very general in most of the Reformed 
Churches on the Continent 

Of late years the rheumatic affection 
from which her Majesty 
rendered it necessary for her to remain 
seated throughout the service. 

When the new church at Crathie was 
built, it was suggested that certain 
changes in the order of service, so freely 
introduced in the Lowlands, Should also 
come into force there, but the queen 
deemed it better to make no alteration, 
partly no doubt because she herself pre- 
ferred the old usages, but chiefly be- 
cause she thought such innovations 
would not be acceptable to the humble 
people about her, who had been so long 
accustomed to the old ways. 

At the foot of Craig Ghuie—a barren

The south transept is set apart for the 
queen and her household, and_ her

t one corner of the apse, wherein 
stands the plain table representing the 
ornate altar of an Anglican church, 

artly encircled by the seats set apart 
or the elders, is the splendid pulpit pre- 
sented by the royal household. At the 
approach to the apse, is the granite font — 
given by the Duke and Duchess of Con- 
naught. 

As many of my readers may not be 
familiar with the ritual of the Presby- 
terian Church, a description of the 
dedication service at Crathie, fairly | 
representative of the usual services in | 
which the queen joins when in the 
Highlands, may not inappropri 
bring this article to a close. 

Hirst of all was sung the ‘‘Old Hun- 
dreth Psalm," accompanied by the -fine 
organ. The Rey, Dr. Cameron Lees 
then offered up a dedicatory prayer, 
followed by reading of a lesson from 
the Old Testament; a hymn from the 
Scottish Hymmal, beautifully rendered; 
a lesson from the New Testament; an- 
other hymn; and a prayer of inter- 
cession concluding with the Lord’s Pra- 
yer. Then came the sermon, which was 
succeeded by a prayer, and the singing 
of the well-known paraphrase, com- 
mencing :—~ 
O God of Bethel, by whose hand 
Thy people still are fed. 

A collection was then made by the 
elders, Dr. Profeit, the Queen’s com- 
missioner, receiving her Majesty's of- 
fering first. Finally, the impressive 
benediction was pronounced in patriar- 
chal manner by the minister with 
uplifted hands, the congregation rever- 
ently standing. 

On this occasion the preacher was 
the Right Rey. Dr. Donald “Macleod, 

foderator of the Gemeral Assembly of 
the Church of Scotland, .who gave a 
most eloquent discourse concluding 
with these words:— 

“To-day the lineal descendant and 
representative of our ancient Scottish

The co-operative system of dairying 
is now so important to dairyman, and 
the need af good buildings and machin- 
ery so pressing that the following 
hints on building operating co-oper- 
ative creameries and cheese factories 
are submitted with the hgpe that they 
may be found useful in securing the 
latest improvements in structures to 
be used for the manufacture of Cana- 
dian cheese and butter. 

We would urge the need of having 
the milk made into butter at the crea- 
mery in winter as well as during the 
summer, ‘The. saving of butter from 
the skim-milk, averaging about 1 1b. 
of butter per 100 lbs. of skim-milk, 
and the extra price obtained for crea- 
mery butter as compared with dairy 
butter, will pay the expenses of man- 
ufacturing and selling at the creamery. 
In many cases the separator creamery 
in winter would pay the dairies a mar- 
gin’ of 3 to 5 cents a pound after de- 
ducting the cost of making, while the 
farm would be relieved of the drud- 
gery of making butter under trying 
and unfavorable circumstances. Near- 
ly every cheese factory in the Province 
ought to arrange to make butter for 
four to six months each year, and 
thus increase the profits of the patrons 
by ome-third to one-half, as well as 
be a source of reyenue to the owners 
of factories.

2, Butter and cheese can be produced 
miore cheaply, because there is less 
outlay for labor and capital on the 
co-operative plan, than there would 
be if each dairyman would buy ‘the 
utensils and employ the labor necessary 
to manufacture the milk in his own 


The object of each person engaged in 
the business should be to produce goods 
as cheaply as possible. The profits in 


dairying lie between the price obtained 
and the cost of producing and market- 
ing. For instance if cheese sells for 10 


cents per pound, and it costs 6 cents 


to produce and market it, a profit of 
4 cents per pound, is made, But if it 
sells for 15 cents and it costs 13 cents 
to produce it a profit of 2 cents is made 
om each pound of cheese. Profits do not 
depend merely upon getting a high 
price, but in producing as cheaply as 
possible and then getting the high- 
est available price for the goods.

CONDUCTING THE FACTORY. 

There are several ways of starting 
and conducting the business, but usu- 
ally it is either what is known as “‘pri< 
vate enterprise’ or the ‘joint stoald 
company’ plan. In the first way, some 
person or persons agree to build a 
suitable building, equip it properly, and 
manufacture the milk or cream at a 
certain rate per pound, the patrons 
contracting to furnish the milk from a 
certain number of cows for a certain 
number of years. In this case the 
private individual running all the risks, 
usually charges a higher rate than the 
joint stock factories. Kor cheese the 
rate usually varies from one and ones 
half cents to two and one-half cents 
per pound, the patrons delivering the 
milk on the milk stand or at the fac- 
tory—usually the former. For butter} 
the rate varies from three to four 
cents per pound. 

In the joint stock company method 
the patrons and others also, subscribe 
all or a portion of the money required 
to build and equip the factory, thus be- 
coming owners of the building and 
plant as well as of the cows. This 
method has several advantages, the 
chief of which are: 4 

1. The shareholders, who are chiefly 
partons of the factory, have an inter- 
es tim its welfare, and are more likely 
to give ft hearty support than if it 
is owned by some one else. 

2. The patrons receive the benefit of 
the profits of manufacture, which may 
be applied in reducing the cost 
manufacture to shareholders to its low- 
est limit, after all charges have ‘been 
paid; or a dividend may be declared 
each year after paying running ex- 
penses, cost of repairs, etc. 

Some cheese factories are able to haul 
the milk and manufacture the cheese 
of shareholders for less than one cent 
per pound, . It is usual to oharge non-} 
shareholders an extra rate of about 
one-quarter of a cent per pound. Un-

~~ LIVES IN A ROCKER. 


Well-to-Do Chinese Chair Repatrer Who 


Carries His Home With Him, 

Oakland bas o taxpayer whose hone is 

nothing more or lesgthan an antiquated 

rooking ohair, and who has astonished 
the authorities by obeying an ordinance 
which, it was thought, would servo to 
end his peowliar ways if enforoed, The 
ecoentelo resident is a Chinese named 

Chang Wee, and he repairs cane-seated 

obairs for a livelihood. 

Chang Wee covers a great deal of ter- 
ritory and does not consider it worth 
while to establish himself in a house. 
So he carries a sample chair with him on 
his back, and when meal-time or night 
overtakes him he plants himself down 
wherever he chances to be and enjoys a 
repast of rice and prunes or goes to sleep 
for the night, Chang ts partial to high- 

ys, and many people hayo been puz- 
yea to seo him huddled up in his chair 
at the side of some suburban road, calm- 
ly waiting for the morrow, 

Some time ago Chang was told that 
he could not occupy the streets at night 
unless ho hung out a lantern, for the 
law was explicit on tho point that ob- 
structions should be indicated by lights 
after dusk. This did not discourage the 
Chinese, and he at once secnred a beacon, 

which ho hangs from the back of his 
chair now upon retiring. 

Chang is a property holder and owns 
a lot in partnership with another Chi- 
nese, on East Fourteenth street. Never- 
theless he considers himself too poor to 
afford a place in which to sleep and eat, 
He walks through Alameda and Contra 
Costa counties, repairing chairs and 
makes fairly good wages thereby, Ho 
has put in the past week in Oakland and 
will now strike out on his country beat, 
to be gone two months. 

Among the Chinese of this city he is 
looked upon with suspicion, for they con- 
sider his ways radically inconsistent and 
absurd. Nevertheless, Chang Weo is 
making a good living and saving all but 
a mite of it 


Miss Edna Waymach\does all sorts of 
out-door advertising wotk, such as paint- 
ing on barn sides, signboards, roofs of 
houses and the like. She is not afraid of 
scaffold or ladder, and will scale a rope 
ladder up a mountain side and work 
there for hours at a time if her contract 
calls for it. She is fearless and enjoys 
her work. She engaged with a local to- 
bacco company, and with a rule, penoil, 
brushes and bucket she assumed com- 
mand of the side of a brick building and 
commenced her work. During the day 
hundreds of people stopped and discussed 
her situation. She gave the onlookers 
not the slightest attention, but continued 
work in apurely business-like manner 
until 5.80 o'clock, when she surveyed 
the result of her day's Iabor, and made 
ready to return to her hotel. 

Her working costume consists of a ser- 
yioeable skirt, a jumper of blue cloth 
and a cap which she manages to pull 
well down over her face in order to keep 
eff sunburn. Her mittens conceal a pair 
of dainty hands, and her feet, which are 
incased in patent leather boots, corres- 
pond in neatness, 

She was interrupted in her work and 


asked a few questions, 


“*Yos, it is rather an odd calling for a 
woman,’’ said she, ‘“‘but it is lucrative, 
and people with whom I come in contact 
always give me the best of consideration, 
and I haye neyer been made the subject 
of any insults while upon a ladder or 


» scaffold.” 


She began sign-pointing more than 
three years ago, and has trayeled over a 
great deal of the western country in com- 
pany with her uncle, who 1s also a sign- 
painter.—Cleyeland Plain Dealer.
